“white” section of that neighbor- 
hood. The Negro boys resented it. 
A fight ensued. If “social condi- 
tions” had provided for equal eco- 
nomic and social advantages for the 
Negro and the white boys and their 
families, Judge Delany said, the 
fight would never have occurred. 

Judge Delany said that the press 
campaign against the Negro people 
was so cleverly conducted that it 
built up fear even in some Negroes. 

“It even makes me feel unsafe, 
though I know that the press is 
lying. If it does that to us, imagine 
what effect it has on people who 
know us only through the news- 
papers.” 

The police, some of whose top 
officials had been trying to cooper- 
ate with leaders of the Harlem com- 
munity in counteracting the hate- 
the-Negro campaign, felt forced to 
make arrests.
